Our  children 
speak  like  midwest erners , ' and  it  dees  not  seem  strange  to  our  ears*  We  watched 
you  struggle  in  the  throes  of  expansion.  We  saw  your  people  roll  up  their 
sleeves  and  pitch  enthusiastically  into  the  production  of  the  sinews  of  war. 

We  saw  you  repeatedly  exceed  your  quotas  of  war  bond  purchases  and  charity 
drives.  Your  political  maneuverings , we  noted,  generally  came  out  all  right 
in  the  end.  With  wonder  we  witnessed  the  processes  of  manufacture,  of  produc- 
tion, of  large-scale  farming,  grazing  and  dairying.  Many  of  us  had  never  be- 
fore seen  big  industry  in  action.  Yet  always  we  had  the  feeling  pf  temporari- 
ness. 

But  we  followed  the  pay  roll  out,  and  now  we  follow  it  back.  Make  no  mistake, 
to  most  of  us  "The  East"  will  always  be  Home,  and  Home  is  where  we  want  to  be. 
We  regret  only  the  timing.  But,  with  humble  hearts  we  say  it,  we  have  learned 
many  things  from  you.  You  have  broadened  our  horizons.  You  have  assisted  us 
to  gain  maturity.  It  is  with  no  small  feeling  of  regret  that  we  bid  you  Good- 
bye. We  will  scan  our  daily  papers  for  items  captioned  "Kansas  City"  and  will 
read  then  with  a feeling  of  nostalgia.  Forever  hereafter  we  shall  proudly  say, 
"Kansas  City?  Oh,  yes  I We  lived  there  four  years.  Wonderful  place?"
